Whan They Yield, snd the Crowd Was

Columbus, O., Oct. 20.— "I stood at 
the landing: on the third floor of 
the courthouse," said Maj. John C. 
Speaks, '-before the order to fire was 
g-iven. The boys of companies H and C 
were cool and ready for any emer- 
gency, but in order to prevent a hnsty 
action which should be repented, a de- 
tachment ready to reinforce those who 
stood guard immediately Inside tho 
barricaded doors formed in company 
line as if at roll call in a darkened 
room opposite the sheriff's ofllee. I ad- 
monished them to sustain the Four- 
teenth reiriment's record for bravery 
and coolness under trying circum- 
stances. 

"Outside o{ tho room and ranped 
along- the wall were the Improvised 
beds of the tired soldiers, who had 
been reclining uftcr au all-night vigU. 
In the, sheriff's office were Sheriff Cook, 
an emergency deputy or two, Surgeons 
Ouerln and Taylor, Hospital Steward 
Richards. Col. Coit and a Cincinnati Tri- 
bune representative. 

"For more than half an hour the 
mob, 8,000 strong, for the court square 
was black with people, had been bom- 
barding the heavy oak doors with 
stones and clubs. The glass and sash 
of the windows in the basement story

The doors were braced with scant- 
ling and the furniture plied against 
them. Behind them were the soldiers 
with bayonets fixed and pieces cocked. 
Then the town bell sounded a fire 
alarm and there was once the horrible 
suspicion that the frantic mob Intended 
to burn the town. 

"Our position, shut in the court- 
house was far from comfortable. The 
flames leaped up half a square from 
the building, and two thousand angry 
men outside waited for a chance to 
break the doors and get the handful of 
soldier*. Dolby was in the sheriff's 
back room, closely guarded by soldiers. 
After the fire the mob returned to the 
courthouse and renewed the siege. 
They procured a huge pole, that 
looked to be thirty feet long and 
twelve inches thick, and used this as a 
battering ram. The noise made by 
this was terrible, for it reverberated 
through the halls until we could hard- 
ly endure it 

"Suddenly the double doors yielded, 
and one being ajar the crowd at- 
tempted to come in. The leaders were 
met by the bayonets of the guard, but 
they persisted, with frantic yells, when 
the order rang out, 'Kire!' The boys 
on tiie ground floor and on the first 
and second landings did the shooting, 
those above of course being instructed 
to fire over the heads of the other*, 

"The shooting is. of course, deplored, 
but what else could have been done? 
For nearly two honrs the crowd had 
been besieging the courthouse and hud 
at last broken in. To have let them 
in would have been a violation ,,f all 
the ntlesof military usage, for we were 
there to uphold the law. 

"Nobodo was drunk. We were justi- 
fied, much as we regret the fact that 
we were compelled to take such nieas-

The Japanese Parliament Dis- 
cusses War Measures. 



The War Having Commenced, We Can 
Not Cease Operations 



Until Our Objrrt shall Have Hrrn BMBJM 
Bars the Mikado— China an I- n. o,v at 
Civilisation, and Japan Will -De. 
stror Her Barbarous Obstinacy." 

I-ONiioN, Oct 20.— A Central News 
dispatch from Tokio says the special 
session of the Japanese parliament 
convoked to consider war measures was 
opened at Hiroshima by the emperor 
himself. 

In the speech from the throne open- 
ing the session, his majesty requested 
that the military measures presented 
should be disposed of with as little 
delay as possible. 

The emperor expressed regret that 
through the obstinacy of China the 
peace of the east hod been disturbed, 
adding, "Hut, the war having com- 
menced, we can not cease operations 
until our object shall have been 
gained." 

He also said he expected the mem- 
bers of parliament to willingly agree 
to the government proposals in the 
hope that thereby the Japanese arms 
would be victorious throughout and 
peace be the sooner restored, with ad- 
ditional luster to the country. 

In the bill submitted providing for in- 
creased expenditures for the army and 
navy the war expenses are estimated 
at 1180,000,000, of which amount 828,- 
000,000 is to be taken from the govern- 
ment reserve fund. 

Another bill introduced provides for 
raising a further internal loan of 8100,- 
000,000, payable in Installments, with 
interest not to exceed 0 per cent. 

A resolution will be submitted by the 
radicals, under the terms of which the 
increase of the navy proposed at the 
fourth session shall now be accepted, 
and, executed aa rapidly as possible. 
Under this resolution work upon the 
ships now in course of construction 
shall be pushed to completion, the ad- 
ditional defense heretofore proposed 
shall be rapidly constructed, and the 
necessary supply of arms and munitions 
of war be secured with the least possi- 
ble delay.
